AN ACT relating to the state entomologist.
Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Section two hundred sixty-seven point three (267.3),
Code 1971, is amended as follows:

267.3 State entomologist. There is hereby created and established
within the department of agriculture the office of state entomologist.
The entomologist of the Iowa agricultural experiment station is here-
by constituted the state entomologist who is the executive officer of
this chapter. The state entomologist shall be responsible to and under
the authority of the secretary of agriculture in the issuance of all
rules, regulations, the establishment of quarantines and other official
acts. He shall be provided with suitable office space.

CHAPTER 163
DISPOSAL OF PUBLIC INTEREST IN PROPERTY
H. F. 37

AN ACT authorizing a public agency to dispose of an interest in property.
Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Section two hundred seventy-eight point one (278.1),
subsection two (2), Code 1971, is amended as follows:

2. Direct the sale, lease, or other disposition of any schoolhouse or
site or other property belonging to the corporation, and the applica-
tion to be made of the proceeds thereof, provided, however, that
nothing herein shall be construed to prevent the sale, [or lease,]
lease, exchange, gift, or grant and acceptance of any interest in [of]
real or other property by the board of directors without an election
to the extent authorized in section 297.22.

SEC. 2. Section two hundred ninety-seven point twenty-two
(297.22), Code 1971, is amended by adding the following new para-
graph:

The board of directors of any school corporation may sell, lease,
exchange, give or grant and accept any interest in real property to,
with or from any county, municipal corporation, school district or
township if the real property is within the jurisdiction of both the
grantor and grantee. The provisions of sections two hundred ninety-
